The somewhst startling increaaa <l 
crime, along with the spread of civlli- 
latioh, and the alleged fact that the 
increase is largely among the edu- 
cated, has given rise to interesting 
and uteful discussion. Some have 
drawn conclusions unfsvorabls to the 
growth of education; othera have 
ascribed the rapid increase of crime 
to deendenre of which they say it ia 
most striking proof, and a few bare 
gons to work to r-plain the phenom- 
enon, and remove whatever anxiety 
it may haro created in the public 
mind. That there- should lie a great- 
er variety of crimes in a highly civil- 
ised than in a primitive community 
goes without saying. The tastes, 
functions nnd needs of the latter are 
andevelopcd, and the temptation to 
eommit a lnrgo number of Crimea ia 
wholly wanting. 

Kducation and luxurious surronnd- 
inga begot longings which men will 
seek t» gratify. Those who are prop- 
erly educated and properly balanced 
will seek to gratify their wishes in 
a legal and proper manner only, but 
all per«ons arc not properly educated, 
□d many of the tatter are not ius- 
ccptililo of that kind of education. 
There are. persons in every communi- 
ty, be it cultured or primitive, whoaa 
minds are incapable of a broad moral 
view upon any matter. Uneducated 
and uncultured, they pass their lives 
without damage or with very little 
jamage to the community and the 
itate, luit education and culture may 
act in motion their distorted moral 
iente, and make them positive enc- 
Bata f society. It would be ridicu- 
lous I •■e.iu-e of this to charge the 
increase of crime to the growth of 
dnroiion nnd culture, or to conclude 
that 1 .ion tho-.ild be restricted 
The to' elopment of human imper 
feet ions bl education is merely an in 
cident. The sound so greatly out 
number the untound that the latter 
w Htil. I not l>e noticed did not their ec 
ntrkities injuriously Affect society 
The remedy is to study criminology, 
and draw the necessary practical les 
sons from it. It is a slow process, 
but mutt avail in the end. Mean 
while, there are causea for the in 
crease of crime which can be re- 
moved without any tpecial study 
The loose administ'rution of the laws 
in some portions of the country de 
mauds correction. When criminals 
feel safe in defying the courts, crime 
will always multiply. Slowness of 
procedure is a potent force in making 
criminals. The remoteness of d 
ger is w ith them almost equivalent to 
escape from penalty. Some of the 
laws, both federal and local, which 
were made with the best intentions, 
have failed of their purpose, and 
ahould be amended in the interest of 
society. The rapid Increase of crime 
is a temporsry phenomenon which 
enlightened statesmanship will grad 
ually eliminate.— Baltimore Amer- 
ican.

fresh tablecloth is as weighty a matter 
aa the burning up of the house.

oeen aroused, and within a iew 
months these men have lived mora 
than they would under ordinary con- 
ditiona in yeafr. And out of thes* 
gTMt experiences they will come dc- 
vJopei in manhoou snd character- 
come tempered as steel. 

It ii a well-known but always in- 
teresting fact that a very large p#» 
cent, of the promlnctt men and gmt 
men in nearly every generation h*va 
been soldiers. In theancient dayathe 
kings were, of course, soldiers, for 
moat of them gained their thrones by 
conquest; hut names great in nearly 
every department were those of mea 
who had been soldiers. The great 
poets, orators, law givers and philoso- 
phers were, In many instauoca, men 
who had seen st least a little active 
service on the battlefield; it ia enough 
to tall to mind that Aeschylus ind 
Moeea, Socrates and David were men 
who had fought. And what was true 
In the ancient life of Oreeka, Hebrews 
and Romans, was true in tho later 
agea, and is true in modern times. 

This fact goes far to show that 
there miut be much In the experience 
of war that renders men capable of 
going to th* front in civil life. Not 
only do brave men go to war, bnt war 
makes men brave; it not only accus- 
toms them to death and wounds, but 
to all manner of risks, to that when 
the soldier returns to civil life he is 
not easily terrified by difictiltiea. 
War sreustoms men to endure hard- 
abipa; itaccustorrw.thcm to prodigious 
efforts, to the st raining of every facul- 
ty and power for victory; it hardena 
trie constitution, snd it also tenda to 
develop the emotional nslure, for men 
in war feel deeply tho serioitsneaa of 
their own perils and the lose of com- 
peniona. 

An experiencrd soldier once said 
to me: "War either makea a man or 
ruins him." So there undoubtedly 
is a dark side to the situation, ind tha 
experience* which develop heroes 
seem to have an injurious effect upon 
weaker men or those cot well consti- 
tuted. The conditions of camp life, 
tha idleness, the reparation from the 
refinements of home and from worn- 
en's society tend to vitiate manhood. 
So it it undoubtedly true that some 
man come out of the great school of 
war infinitely worse for hsving en- 
tered it; but that may also be true of 
a collage or a university. 

In spite of its perils, moral and 

Bhyeical, it undoubtedly is the fact 
lat there is no school for character 
ao wonderful in its transforming in- 
fluence as that of war. Itutheachool 
of heroism; it is the school of man- 
hood. While we are not presenting 
thii subject with the desire to influ- 
ence anyone to enter upon a military 
career, we call a'tontion to the fact 
that it will be well to watch carefully 
the careen of the young soldiers of 
this war when they reenter civil life, 
for many of them will come back in- 
tensified in all their faculties, and a 
large proportion cf the future leaders 
in our republic will be from among 
those men, who have recently been 
nar&ing through this. great character- 
forming experience. — Calvin Dill 
Wilson, i n N. Y. Ledger.
